WITH ALL the talk of the freedom to marry, I can't help but re- 
flect on Lavender's wedding issues. This time last year, I was work- 
ing on the first comprehensive wedding issue of my career. I was 
a basketcase over it. Everything in my life was about the wedding 
issue... wedding issue this, wedding issue that, I can't...because of the 
wedding issue. I was pretty much a bride of a weddingless wedding. 
All things had to be considered: fashion, venues, caterers, bakers, 
accessories, etiquette, invitations, jewelry, politics, bars, photogra- 
phy, and family. The magazine was reorganized to span the different 
facets of weddings: Thinking, Planning, Making, Dressing, Celebrat- 
ing, and Loving. The usual columns and coverage are only online for 
these issues, leaving the entire editorial space of the magazine to be 
all about weddings. I wanted to reinvent the wheel for this commu- 
nity; everything had to be considered. 

We won awards for that first wedding issue. It was popular with 
readers and advertisers. One of my most cherished website com- 
ments came from that labor of love: 

"Thank you for this issue! Seriously, perfect timing! My partner 
of nearly three years and I are having a commitment ceremony in 
May. Honestly, I have had a really hard time with the fact that it is not 
recognized legally, and it has been stealing my thunder. My friends 
(mostly straight) and family seem more excited than I am, and I be- 
lieve it is for the simple fact that I feel like I’m having a dress-up day, 
not my wedding. My family is amazing and supportive, and all of my 
best friends are traveling here for the ceremony, and I'm ready to get 
excited! I guess my real reason for writing, is to say how wonderful 
and validating it is to see other same sex couples getting married, 
and to be reminded that it is not about the haters, it's about us, and 
how much we love each other." -Terra С. 

While the articles, resources, marketplaces, and how-to guides 
in each wedding issue are important, my favorite section has been 
the Real Weddings section. This is where we showcase couples from 
our own community who commit to each other and throw a party for 
their friends and family to celebrate their love with them. Like Terra 
said in her comment above, it's validating to see others doing what 
you want to do. I want people to see themselves in our pages...and 
the Real Weddings are the best way to do that. 

We now publish two wedding issues a year; one in Spring for the 
warmer months and one in Fall for the colder ones. Very distinct 
styles and themes are necessary for very distinct seasons in Minne- 
sota.

We need two of them to keep the GLBT community in front of 
the wedding industry as a reminder that this community matters, 


regardless of the legal sta- 
tus of the commitments. 
We need two wedding is- 
sues in order to remind 
the public twice a year that 
two women or two men on 
a cover-who are clearly 
getting  married-are  vi- 
sions that society needs to 
get used to; marriage may 
not be legal yet, but that's 
definitely not stopping the 
people in our pages. And, 
we made sure to take the 
opportunity to leverage 
the fact that we had thou- 
sands and thousands of fall 
wedding issues on stands 
throughout the state the 
days leading up to Election 
Day that said "VOTE NO." 
That was a pretty dang 
good reason to have two 
wedding issues, if I say so 
myself. 

So, this year, I encour- 
age you to participate in 
our wedding issues. If 
you've been married in the 
past year, please consider 
sending us photos of your 
wedding for the Real Wed- 
dings section (the specifics 
are on our website). If you 
have a company or service 
thatis a part ofthe wedding 
industry, consider advertis- 
ing in the issues to tell our 
readers that you are sup- 
portive and welcoming of our weddings and our business. Show me 
your same-sex wedding products in case I want to share them with 
the community. Send your love stories to me for the Lavender Love 
section, so we can read about your relationships. This is your com- 
munity. This is your publication. These are your weddings. 

This is the year when it's crucial to show our legislators that mar- 
riage matters to this community. I pledge to do my part.

Not since the 1990s has the region’s premiere comedy theater 
created a fully feminist revue. Long overdue, I’m thrilled to report 
that Babe Lincoln is terrific. Brave New Workshop veterans, Lauren 
Anderson and Katy McEwen, as directed by McEwen’s husband, 
Caleb, deliver the laughs while making us consider how women fit 
and don’t fit into current day American society. The tone is light but 
you end up walking out with rich food for thought. 

There’s a delicious spoof of Adele singing on a Sesame Street 
episode and depressing the muppets. GI Joe “cannot commit” be- 
cause his first love is America. GOP candidates who make light of 
rape are rightly ridiculed. Hillary Clinton is celebrated for her pant 
suits. And the Vajazzled term in the title has to do with a clothing 
line specifically made for the female anatomy and I'll let you wonder 
about that until you actually see the show. 

There are two sections that especially impact: 

1. The actresses conduct what they call a “social experiment" 
where the try to make men cry with visuals from father/son 
movies, sports movies, and endearing animals. It's hilarious and 
fascinating. Different audiences will respond differently. 

2. Aremembrance of suffagists, Lucy Barnes and Alice Paul, 
who truly suffered to get women the vote. Anderson and McEwen 
then take contemporary American women to task who squander 
that right and the citizenship it confers. 

Peter Guertin's music direction and Erin Sheppard's chore- 


ography add bounce and funk to 
this vibrant production. Not to be 
missed.

Great Britain's Caryl Churchill 
is regarded by many as the greatest 
living female playwright, so it's a 
treat when even one of her short 
plays is produced. When you attend 
the evening of Theatre Unbound's 
short plays by women showcase, 
you'll see Churchill's The Judge's 
Wife. Director Maggie Scanlan says, 
“{It] concerns the heavy sentencing 
of a political would-be terrorist-pos- 
sibly the IRA, we never know-by 
an extreme right-wing judge. The 
judge's wife has a speech to her 
sister about how the judge was 
actually a martyr to liberal change; 
that he was acting like an extreme 
conservative, undercover as it were, 
in order to draw people's attention 
to the absurdity and danger of the 
positions espoused by the conserva- 
tives." Scanlan compares the play's 
style to that of Harold Pinter and 
renegade gay writer Jean Genet. 
Stephen Houtz, who plays the 
judge, is a long-time Churchill lover 
and finds his role to be "a truly 
complicated character who we don't 
understand until the play is over, 
and that is a nice challenge in such 
a short play." Other stellar female 
playwrights represented are Wendy 
“Pulitzer Prize-winner” Wasserstein, 
iconic lesbian feminist Carolyn 
Gage, and local luminaries Anne 
Bertram and Heather C. Brady. 
Dixie Treichel does sound design.

John Heimbuch's new play, based on Washington Irving's story, 
has been shaped with input from director Jon Ferguson and three 
actors with an eye to the culture of fear that we have been living 
under for over a decade now. Hence, it employs the tone and style 
of spectral silent film classics like Nosferatu and The Cabinet of Dr. 
Caligari. Heimbuch says Ferguson has "imagined Sleepy Hollow 
as a place where inhabitants are frightened so often that terror has 
simply become their normal state." 

Heimbuch amplifies, “We pay particular attention to the role of 
fear and ambition in the love triangle between Ichabod Crane, 
Katrina van Tassel, and Brom Bones. The central question for 
these characters is ‘How do I win the person I love?’ And their most 
common approach is to manipulate each other, generally through 
fear and enticement." Ryan Lear, Joanna Harmon (who wowed us 
in TRP's Summer and Smoke recently), and Brant Miller play that 
love triangle. 


LINCOLN 
area movie theaters 

When playwright Tony Kushner was being celebrated at and 
writing The Intelligent Homoesexual's Guide... for the Guthrie 
Theater three and a half years ago, he was also writing the Lincoln 
screenplay. Though the play in Minneapolis may have suffered for 
it, the Steven Spielberg film is nothing less than a masterpiece and 
Kushner deserves much of the credit. 

There are some who dispute certain aspects of the script and 
the film, but there has never been a historical or biographical film 
that has not been disputed. I'm old enough to recall when direc- 
tor Franklin J. Schaffner's Patton (1970 Best Picture Oscar-winner) 
was hotly debated in media and in diners, as was his even superior 
biopic the following year, Nicholas and Alexandra (Best Picture 
Oscar-nominee robbed by The French Connection). But both, as 


Lincoln Ym sure shall, have sur- 
vived the test of time beautifully. 

Kushner's Lincoln is a triumph 
о language. There is scrupulous in- 
tegrity to vocal cadences, grammar 
specific to the 1860s, and regional 
rhythms. All these are matched with 
his intensely detailed attention to 
the byzantine political maneuvering 
and emotional cyclones surrounding 
efforts to pass the 13th Amendment 
that would end slavery. Language is 
matched to age, race, and experi- 
ence in the opening scene in which 
two young white Union soldiers and 
two black Union soldiers express 
themselves in distinctly different 
ways to the President. 

Tommy Lee Jones as Pennsyl- 
vania Senator Thaddeus Stevens 
fascinates with dialogue that 
reflects his extraordinary posi- 
tion in American politics, not to 
mention his purism. You can feel 
the abolitionist's driving force and 
his withering, nimble use of verbal 
attack on any who would cross 
his path. Stevens led the Radical 
Republican faction of Lincoln's own 
Republican Party. 

Jones's final scene in the film 
brings a twinkle to the eye. 

It's also fabulous to see Hal Hol- 
brook as Preston Blair. Oh, to age 
with the wisdom that Holbrook has! 
He has also given a profound per- 
formance in another recent film, 


Gus Van Sant's Promised Land, a 
compelling cautionary tale about 
fracking. Holbrook is the male 
counterpart to Vanessa Redgrave. 

Do I really need to say how 
magnificent Daniel Day Lewis is as 
Lincoln? It may go down in history 
as the most praised performance 
ever. Indeed, it’s off the charts. 
Though I still feel Lewis is just as 
great in There Will Be Blood and 
I still hold that had John Hawkes 
been nominated for The Sessions, 
Lewis would have had real Oscar 
competition. But alas, Hawkes, as 
the Strib’s Colin Covert has rightly 
pointed out, was robbed. Ironically, 
the superb Hawkes plays Colonel 
Robert Latham in Lincoln. 

Kushner is loved for his consis- 
tently well-crafted representations 
of women. Sally Field’s Mary Todd 
Lincoln is not some cut-out doll of a 
madwoman stereotype. With succint 
language and piercing emotions, 
Fields conveys that there is reason- 
and perhaps some justification-for 
her resentment and obsessions. Of 
course, leaders and their spouses al- 
ways have and likely always will have 
to sacrifice the private hopes that 
those of us who do not have such 
power need not renounce. At her 
side throughout is her confidante and 
attendant, Elizabeth Keckley, played 
seamlessly by Gloria Reuben. 

Blair’s daughter, Elizabeth, is 
played with lovely affection by Julie 
White. Elizabeth Marvel’s Mrs. 
Jolly, a petitioner, is priceless. Of 
course, terrific small performances 
crackle throughout the Spielberg 
canon, but not as fully, richly, and 
specifically as in Lincoln. His films 
are known, even defined and/or 
dismissed by some, by their broad 
strokes. Some say he lacks subtlety. 

Indeed, E.T., The Color Purple, 
Schindler's List, and the under-rated 
Empire of the Sun, are sweeping 
epics that almost overwhelm with 
their scope at times. That's one of 
the reasons we love them. But with 
Lincoln, Spielberg, with Kushner's 
script as his anchor, is compelled 
to deal with nuance and simultane- 
ously give us the sense of historical 
sweep he's loved for. We saw the 
Spielberg/Kushner test run with 
the riveting Munich in 2005, which 
was rightly nominated for the 
Best Picture Oscar. With Lincoln, 
they've honed their skills, and have 
ended up with a masterful epic for 
the ages. L1

The food is dominated by balls. Meatballs with worldly seasonings 
paired with inspired sides. The original chef couldn't quite find the 
groove, but the staff in place now is having some fun—and it's evident 
on the plate. The traditional meatballs have a nice amount of salt in 
them, which makes an eater eagerly reach for one of their beers. In 

a rich tomato sauce, they taste like someone's nonna spent hours 
fussing over them. The falafel is dense, smooth in texture, and served 
alongside some fregola (a textural sibling to couscous) mixed with 
fresh mint; it's a light, refreshing bite. The way Chef Erik Forsberg 
sees it, the flavor options are endless. On our visit, they were talking 
about possibly doing a banh mi style meatball. What sounds like a 
gimmick tastes like a good idea.

1-USA 


U.S. Military Extends Many Benefits To Same-Sex Partners 
Reuters reports that the Pentagon announced on 
Monday it would extend more of the benefits offered to 
spouses of heterosexual troops to those of gay personnel 
but acknowledged some key benefits, like housing, 
would still be off-limits, at least for now. The decision, 
which came 17 months after the Pentagon ended its 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” ban on openly gay service 
members, and will positively affect the day-to-day lives 
of their spouses in many aspects. Outgoing Defense 
Secretary Leon Panetta stated: “While it will not change 
during my tenure as secretary of defense, I foresee a 
time when the law will allow the department to grant 
full benefits to service members and their dependents, 
irrespective of sexual orientation.” 


MINNESOTA 

Dayton Defends Budget, Endorses Gay Marriage In State Of The State Address 
TwinCities.com reports that Governor Mark Dayton says Minnesota is better off now 
than when he took office two years ago but state leaders still have much more work to 
do. On the subject of gay marriage, Dayton stated emphatically: “I believe that every 
Minnesotan should have the freedom to marry legally the person she or he loves, 
whether of the same or other sex,” which resulted in a standing ovation from DFL 
lawmakers while Republicans remained conspicuously silent. Dayton has supported 
same-sex marriage for years, but his statement in the address came as somewhat of a 
surprise as he had earlier stated that he wanted to put the marriage issue on the back 
burner while he and lawmakers dealt with the state’s budget issues. 


NEW YORK 

Students Fight Westboro Baptist Church Haters With $40,000 For Gay Charity 
Gay Star News reports that students from Vassar College in New York have pledged 
$100 for every minute the Westboro Baptist Church plans to protest on campus. 
Members of the church planned to protest at the pro-GLBT university earlier this 
month, which prompted the students’ countermeasure. All money raised will be do- 
nated to the Trevor Project, which provides suicide prevention and crisis interven- 
tion for GLBT youth. 


DENVER 

The Huffington Post reports that Denver Nuggets star Kenneth Faried has become the 
first NBA player to join an organization devoted to fighting homophobia in sports, and 
said he hopes his involvement will raise awareness of gay rights in professional bas- 
ketball. Faried was raised by two mothers, and said: “Becoming an Athlete Ally gives 
me the opportunity to spread a message of inclusiveness throughout the NBA and our 
country. I have two moms and I love them both very much. I respect, honor and sup- 
port them in every way. The bond I have with them has made me realize that I want 
all members of the GLBT community — whether they are parents, players, coaches or 
fans — to feel welcome in the NBA and in all of our communities.” 


INDIANA 

The Inquisitr reports that a special education teacher from Indiana has stated that gays 
have no purpose and is promoting a prom that will exclude gay students. Diana Med- 
ley, who is employed by North Central High School in Sullivan County, joined with 
several high school students and their parents to plan a prom that will ban gay students 
since Sullivan High School officials have refused to ban GLBT students from the official 
school prom. Medley states that she is not opposed to counseling students who are gay, 
but they must understand that she is morally opposed to their behavior and lifestyle 
choices. When asked by a reporter if she believes that gays have a purpose in life, 
Medley said: “No I honestly don't. Sorry, but I don't. I don't understand it." 


2-FRANCE 

USA Today reports that France's lower 
house of parliament on Tuesday ap- 
proved a sweeping bill to legalize gay 
marriage and allow same-sex couples 
to adopt children, handing a major leg- 
islative victory to President Francois 
Hollande's Socialists on a divisive so- 
cial issue. The measure, which passed 
by a 329 to 229 vote, could bring 
France in line with nearly a dozen 
other European countries that allow 
gay marriage. Most polls show that 
a majority of the French citizens sup- 
port legalizing gay marriage, although 
the gap narrows considerably in the 
question of gay couples adopting or 
conceiving children. 


3-BRITAIN 

The Huffington Post reports that a new 
British poll has now revealed a slightly 
more disturbing fact about that popula- 
tion's fractured relationship with body 
image. The study, commissioned by the Central YMCA, the Succeed Foundation and 
the University of the West of England's Centre for Appearance Research, found that a 
full 48% of men interviewed would sacrifice a year or more of their lives for the perfect 
body, with 1096 of those men saying that they would agree to die more than 11 years ear- 
lier in exchange for the perfect body right now. Rosi Prescott, CEO of Central YMCA, 
stated: "Today gay men are under enormous pressure about their bodies, and we be- 
lieve that a lack of body diversity in the media, including the gay press, and a relentless 
focus which values people based on appearance, may in part explain why gay men are 
particularly susceptible to this issue." 


4-RUSSIA 
USA Today reports that New Zealand speedskater Blake Skjellerup is focused on mak- 
ing his second Olympic team, but is also concerned about the anti-gay legislation work- 
ing its way through the Russian parliament. Skjellerup, who came out after the 2010 
Vancouver Games, stated: “I don’t want to have to tone myself down about who I am. 
That wasn’t very fun and there’s no way I’m going back in the closet. I just want to be 
myself and I hate to think that being myself would get me in trouble.” However, given 
the growing homophobia, openly gay Olympic athletes and others hoping to attend the

CAMPAIGN MARRIES MUSIC AND PHOTOGRAPHY FOR THE FREEDOM TO MARRY

It's fairly easy to see members of the Twin Cities Gay Men's Chorus when they're wearing 
their black “MARRY US" t-shirts. Attractive and eye-catching (both the men and the shirts), 
the attention is drawn to the big white block letters across the front of the shirts with the politi- 
cal statement that elevates the visibility of the Freedom to Marry campaign. Now, there's an 
entire photography project that takes the striking visual elements and those beautiful people 
to alarger audience. In the black and white photos by B.D. Portraits Photography, the people 
-GLBT, allies, single, coupled, and anywhere along the spectrum-wear black t-shirts, and 
across the picture are the words “MARRY US.” Meant to take advantage of how easily pictures 
can be shared and spread across social networking, the free photography will hopefully make 
this message of beauty and marriage rights widespread and oft-seen. Here's a short Q&A with 
Jeff Heine and Christopher Taykalo of the Twin Cities Gay Men's Chorus, and the photogra- 
pher, Brent Dundore of B.D. Portraits Photography: 


Q: What is MARRY US? 

A: The MARRY US campaign is a partnership between the Twin Cities Gay Men's Chorus and BD Portraits Pho- 
tography Studio in collaboration with Minnesotans United for All Families to raise awareness and promote marriage 
equality for all. 

Q: How did MARRY US start? How is the Twin Cities Gay Men's Chorus involved? 

A: In 1995, when Dr. Stan Hill (the recently retired Artistic Director of the Twin Cities Gay Men's Chorus) was the 
Artistic Director of the San Francisco Gay Men's Chorus, he commissioned a piece called “Marry Us" which was part 
of a larger choral work called “NakedMan” which has become an important work in gay choral literature. In response 
to the Minnesota Legislature's vote in Spring 2011 to place a constitutional amendment on the November 2012 ballot 
to define marriage as between one man and one woman, Twin Cities Gay Men's Chorus decided to sing "Marry Us" 
at all performances in the 2011-12 concert season and at rallies and gatherings of people who were opposed to the 
amendment up until election day. The song's demand for equality is summed up in the final line: *Marry us, today!" 

Q: Who's involved in the MARRY US campaign? Where do you see it going? 

A: Former Los Angeles celebrity and fashion photographer Brent Dundore (BD Portraits Photography Studio) 
has joined forces with TCGMC to create the MARRY US campaign. Brent, a Minneapolis resident and singing Chorus 
member, fought for marriage equality in California and witnessed what happened with Proposition 8 firsthand. Now 
thatthe vote on the amendment is behind us, we hope that the MARRY US campaign will encourage people to contact 
their representatives and senators in the Minnesota legislature to vote in support of marriage equality and join the 9 
states who already recognize marriage equality. 

Q: What are the most important aspects of the MARRY US campaign? 

A: The combination of the musical message of the Twin Cities Gay Men's Chorus and Brent Dundore's images of 
Minnesotans - gay and straight - who support marriage equality are powerful symbols of love and inclusion.

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In response to “What’s ina Name? A 
Case for Civil Unions” in Issue 461: 

I just want to say that I am finally hear- 
ing someone say what I have been advocat- 
ing to my gay friends for years. It is about 
time someone has said this in a major publi- 
cation where a lot of gay friendly people will 
see it, I hope. 

I have a friend in Germany who told me 
about the struggle to get gay marriage ap- 
proved there. He said that the law was put to 
the vote to allow gay people to have the same 
civil union afforded any other two people 
and it passed easily. It allowed gay couples to 
pass on their assets in case one of them died 
and it gave them full rights to visit each oth- 
er in a hospital situation and to have all the 
rights and privileges given to other couples. 

He said that in the months after this was 


passed he would hear someone remark that 
a gay couple were going to have a civil cer- 
emony as was now the law and someone 
would say, “Oh they're getting married!" 
It was a natural course of things which fol- 
lowed the law being changed to allow gay 
civil unions. There is little or notice given 
now when this happens. It can be that way 
here too and we should do all we can to pro- 
mote this idea. 

Thank you for saying what needs to be 
said and get the gay advocates going on an 
agenda to get them all equal civil rights and 
not to try to force the words “gay marriage" 
down the throats of the far right and reli- 
giously misled extremists.

Our Family Albums 


One of the frustrations I’ve felt about the 
same-sex marriage argument has been the 
reliance on this as a civil rights/equality is- 
sue. It may be that but it’s so much more. 
We same-sex couples are families. We are in 
families. Some of us have children. We have 
sisters, brothers, cousins, parents, uncles, 
aunts, and family friends. Our relationships 
with one another exist regardless of state 
recognition. This matters. We are missing 
an important argument towards winning this 
fight. Let me set the scene. 

Doug Belden wrote a very interesting ar- 
ticle in the February 2, 2013, Pioneer Press 
entitled, “Gay marriage battle, round 2, com- 
ing to Minnesota Capitol.“ In this article he 
carefully lays out the cases being made by 
pro-same-sex marriage groups and the anti- 
same-sex marriage side. What's interesting, 
is neither one is really talking about us. In- 
stead each side argues as though we weren't 
actually, well, there, as people. 

First, let's parse the argument for same- 
sex marriage recognition by the state. 
Belden reports: 

"It's exactly the same set of values that 
we touched upon that were successful in 
defeating the amendment," said state Sen. 
Scott Dibble, DFL-Minneapolis, who will 
sponsor the gay-marriage bill in the Senate. 
“Marriage is about love and commitment. 
People taking responsibility for each other. 
Freedom belongs to everyone, and the free- 
dom to marry is a part of the freedoms we all 
enjoy. And we treat everyone in Minnesota 
with dignity and respect.” 

These are high-minded ideals. This strat- 
egy did defeat the Marriage Amendment, 
but is that enough? Ordinary Minnesotans 
voted against making marriage a constitu- 
tionally defined device. People were reluc- 
tant to “enshrine it” in our fundamental civil 
contract. Relationships are about love and 
commitment but they are more than that. It 
is the way we arrange our lives and our in- 
teractions. 

Minnesota United for All Families also 


characterized it in the same way; civil rights. 

“Up until Nov. 6, the conversation was 
essentially: The freedom to marry is al- 
ready limited, we don’t need to put this in 
our constitution and make it permanent and 
forevermore,” said Jake Loesch, spokesman 
for Minnesotans United. “And now the con- 
versation has sort of moved from no to yes, 
and really helping people understand how 
important it is that we include same-sex cou- 
ples in marriage and allow them the same 
freedom that everyone else has.” 

Loesch makes the same argument as Dib- 
ble. This is about fairness and equality. We 
should have our relationships recognized by 
the state because it is about freedom. We 
should be free to marry. It’s a civil rights 
issue. There is nothing wrong with this ap- 
proach except it isn’t compelling by itself. 
We all want to be “fair” and “equal” and have 
“freedoms.” But these ideals speak only to 
the GLBT community and to our staunch- 
est allies. They don’t speak as powerfully to 
those who may marginally agree. 

Let’s consider the argument on the other 
side of the issue. Jason Adkins of the Min- 
nesota Catholic Conference had this to say 
about this fight: "The movement to redefine 
marriage is not fundamentally about mar- 
riage. It’s about the symbolic move to create 
GLBT equality, and what I think is essen- 
tially normalizing homosexual relationships 
and putting them on the same plane as het- 
erosexual relationships, to say that they’re 
fundamentally equal.” 

Adkins’ argument essentially ignores 
the relationships we have as ‘not real. He 
suggests our relationships don’t have the 
heft and meaning a traditional marriage 
relationship does. That is the fundamental 
weakness in his argument. If our relation- 
ships don’t have substance, he has a point. 
But, we know he’s wrong. They do and he 
fails to recognize that, which is why he says 
the following: "Now, from a public policy per- 
spective, though, government has a compel- 
ling interest in privileging the relationships 


between a man and a woman because of 
the public benefits they serve. If we rede- 
fine marriage, we’re essentially eliminating 
marriage and turning it into a system of love 
licenses, government-sponsored love licens- 
es. What's the public purpose of that? There 
is none." 

'The traditional marriage argument is that 
government's interest in providing special 
treatment to a man/woman couple is rooted 
in the interests of children. We created sta- 
ble, state-recognized family units in order to 
facilitate raising children in a good environ- 
ment. If children have two parents who work 
together and support the nurturing of chil- 
dren, these children have a better chance at 
becoming responsible, productive members 
of society. Let's not question the premise but 
consider the fatal flaw in their argument. 

There are many same-sex couples with 
children, both biological and adopted. Are 
these children in family units that are less 
real? What about the fact we don't require 
married couples to procreate to have their 
relationships recognized? It goes even 
deeper than that. While government may 
have recognized marriage and offered ben- 
efits and obligations, they did so because of 
voluntary affiliations. Since arranged mar- 
riages have long since become a footnote 
in the United States history, our traditional 
relationships are based on these affiliations 
made by the two people deliberately. We 
even made this important characteristic part 
of our marriage law. 

As MN Statues 517.01 states, “Marriage, 
so far as its validity in law is concerned, is a 
civil contract between a man and a woman, 
to which the consent of the parties, capable 
in law of contracting, is essential.” As far as 
relationship recognition is concerned, same- 
sex couples who want to take the leap have 
fulfilled the other requirements of the stat- 
ute. We are consensual parties who seek a 
civil contract. Only our gender stands in the 
way of state recognition. The moral agree- 
ment already exists. 
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This important philosophic question 
must be raised. Same-sex marriage advo- 
cates aren’t arguing our actual relationships 
as important. It is our civil right to state rec- 
ognition, but they aren’t addressing the real 
need. The other side argues there is a pur- 
pose to marriage laws and they don’t think 
our relationships cut the mustard. 

What we need to do as a community is 
show our legislators our relationships do ex- 
ist, recognizing them does matter, and we 
need to do so now. 

There is nothing wrong with arguing 
civil rights but without a compelling reason 
for passage it’s too easy to consider it some- 
thing we can do later. That is the argument 
the community and our allies need to make 
to legislators. But how can we do so in an 
honest, compelling, and respectful way? 

I looked through my family photo al- 
bum and found our relationship jumps 
from the pages. 

I try not to get personal with this subject, 
though it affects me deeply. Nevertheless, 
I will make an exception in this case. In a 
week, my partner and I will be celebrating 
15 years together. In that time, my nephews 


and niece have known us as a couple. The 
youngest probably cannot recall a time when 
we were not. My partner is their uncle. We 
are together. We are part of the family and 
while it hasn’t always been easy, we are 
there. For example, my brother included 
my partner on his wedding program as his 
“brother-in-law” which is a misnomer in le- 
gal terms but true in terms of the heart. 

What can you do? 

Pull out that picture album and see if you 
find the same thing. We are there, smiling 
back, proof of years of love and commitment. 
I propose we take the photographs of us and 
our children, if we are so blessed, and send 
them to our legislators. Along with those im- 
ages, write a short caption of what your rela- 
tionship means to you. Let them know that 
legal recognition of our families matters. All 
families are different. Our straight family 
members and friends can help show how we 
are part of what makes them special. 

For these allies, it could be a picture of 
a dear cousin and her partner. It could be 
your little brother and his significant other. 
Perhaps you have children who are in com- 
mitted relationships as real as any traditional

marriage. Even friends who are like family 
can show our elected officials we are there 
and our relationships have substance and 
meaning. It’s all there in pictures

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Share these images and stories with leg- 
islators and their staff members. Let our 
lives become real and essential to our leg- 
islators. If we do so, it may motivate them 
into action. Otherwise I fear we are slipping 
into a pitched battle without recognizing the 
humanity of the issue. Our relationships do 
matter and we should put faces to the ideal.

TALKING 
STRATEGY 
WITH 
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ALL FAMILIES

On Saturday morning, February 9", 
2013, I got the chance to have a telephone 
interview with Richard Carlbom of Minne- 
sota United for All Families to chat about 
strategy. I have been writing about passing 
same-sex relationship recognition for a cou- 
ple of months and wanted to pick Carlbom’s 
brain about what that organization is doing 
to drive the issue. He graciously agreed to 
speak with me about how the organization 
plans to accomplish this feat. 


Stevens: What is Minnesotans United 
for All Families’ (MUAF) overall strategy 
for getting passage in the legislature this 
year? 

Carlbom: First off, you know the conver- 
sation that has taken place over the past two 
years so we are in an incredibly strong posi- 
tion to accomplish this in 2013. The major- 
ity in the legislature, I actually refer to them 
as the marriage majority. The conversation 
that took place over the past two years led 
to a pro-marriage majority today, folks who 
think couples should join marriage. So I’m 
very excited that Minnesota is in the situa- 
tion where we can go from being immersed 


in, what I felt as a gay man, was a very hurt- 
ful, divisive conversation but actually ended 
up uniting our state. If we can turn that 
conversation into an opportunity to do some- 
thing really positive, to improve the lives of 
people, and to view that same-sex couples 
take responsibility for each other and join 
marriage. Very exciting. 


Stevens: MUAF has recently become 
a lobbyist group. You actually have lob- 
byists working at the capitol, isn’t that 
correct? 

Carlbom: Yeah, oh yes. Part of the strat- 
egy here is we need a broad and robust cam- 
paign. We have community organizers who 
will be working throughout the state of Min- 
nesota. We have more than 40,000 volun- 
teers who are able to have effective conver- 
sations with friends, family, neighbors, and 
political leaders. So we are going to train our 
volunteers on how to have the most effective 
conversations with their legislators. 

We have community organizers, a com- 
munications team that Jake Loesch heads 
up, including social media and online me- 
dia. And kind of the third leg of the stool is 
a presence at the capitol. We need to make 
sure we have a team at the capitol that is 
able to provide information in terms of how 
to approach this issue. Different legislators 
will have different thoughts when it comes 
to this issue. It’s really important for us to 
inform the efforts on the ground. The lobby 
team at the capitol will be in the position to 
give us information so we can answer the 
questions legislators have. 

As for how our campaign is structured, 
there are some really dedicated people who 
are focused on making progress, basically 
getting this done in 2013. I’m interested 
in getting [it] done this legislative session 
at the end of May, just a few short months 
away. Minnesota can [then] be a place 
where same-sex couples can be recognized 
in marriage just as any straight couple 
would. They will have all the [same] oppor- 
tunities and responsibilities. 


Stevens: Who is actually lobbying at 
the state capitol? Are you one of the 
lobbyists Richard? 

Carlbom: Well, the law that describes a 
lobbyist is very specific. I am registered 
technically as a lobbyist but I’m not doing 
the bulk of the work. Our lobbying team is 


incredibly talented and very well-respected. 
It’s led by Nancy Haas at the firm Messerli 
& Kramer. She’s very talented and she has 
colleagues at that firm that are working with 
her including James Clark, Eric Hyland, and 
Tom Poul. 

In addition to those folks from Messerli 
& Kramer, we also have Cristine Almeida, 
Larry Redmond, Todd Hill, and Jill Sletten 
working on behalf of same-sex couples. 


Stevens: I’ve written pretty extensive- 
ly on the issue of rural DFL legislators 
having trouble voting for this; especially 
given they are in districts that voted for 
the Marriage Amendment. Is there a 
specific strategy you have for persuad- 
ing people from these more conserva- 
tive areas to vote for same-sex marriage? 

Carlbom: First off, to assume certain 
members are going to have a hard time vot- 
ing for this because of where their district 
is at on the question of marriage [isn’t cor- 
rect]. I don't think anyone should make 
that assumption. There are a lot of leaders 
in the legislature including from districts 
that didn't necessarily oppose the Marriage 
Amendment who understand that marriage 
is about love, commitment, and responsi- 
bility. As leaders, they understand that the 
country and Minnesota is moving in the 
direction of a greater understanding that 
couples shouldn't be denied to marry the 
person they love. I think we are actually in 
a very strong position as to members of the 
legislature, they understand the historic na- 
ture of moving in the right direction and be- 
ing on the right side of history. 

We have an opportunity in 2013 to really 
rely on leadership to bring Minnesota for- 
ward and to bring Minnesota in the direction 
of greater freedom and to help secure that 
freedom for same-sex couples. 

Second, when it comes to how voters de- 
cide who they want to vote for, and the issues 
that drive their vote, [same-sex marriage] 
actually proves to be very low on the priority 
list. People vote for their legislators because 
they want more jobs created. They want a 
better education system. They want health- 
care reform. They're concerned about ei- 
ther increasing or lowering taxes. Those are 
the reasons that actually drive the vote for 
an elected official. Marriage is not actually 
a driver at all. When you ask voters in Min- 
nesota whether or not the marriage issue 
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will impact their vote for an official, in terms 
of priorities it’s usually below the number 
twenty. There are more important things to 
voters than this issue. When people in the 
legislature are ready to make a decision, and 
consider their vote on [same-sex marriage], 
they understand what issues [are] driving 
people to vote. This isn’t one of those issues. 


Stevens: Unfortunately, that’s a 
sword that cuts both ways. If it’s not 
a high priority position, it’s also easy to 
set aside. 

Carlbom: I think that’s true except the leg- 
islative leaders and the governor understand 
how important this is. They understand how 
impactful this is on Minnesota lives. While 
it may not be a driver among the electorate, 
the legislative leaders, legislative members, 
and the governor really do understand how 
fundamentally important this is to Minneso- 
tans. And how incredibly impactful this will 
be on the lives of some Minnesotans. They 
take this very, very seriously and why this 
needs to get done in 2013. 


Stevens: Immediately following the 
election, every DFL leader said ‘let’s 
stand back and take a breath.’ I know 
some have moved forward а little, 
Speaker Paul Thissen has stepped up 
and said we need to talk about this. 
But Majority Leader Tom Bakk remains 
pretty skeptical about the whole issue. I 
understand what you're saying about the 
leadership believing it’s important but I 
remain skeptical especially since there 
is not even a bill at this point. When 
I spoke with Sen. Marty in December, 
he said he was going to introduce a bill 
at the beginning of the session. As of 
today, we still don’t have a bill even pro- 
posed. 

Carlbom: That is because they are work- 
ing with us Brett. We want to make sure we 
don’t divide, disperse, or diffuse our energy 
and momentum on this. From a strategic 
standpoint legislatively, if we have six or sev- 
en different pieces of legislation introduced, 
it's going to be hard for us to get everybody 
to push their effort behind one piece of leg- 


islation. Everyone will want to push their 
own. So we sat down with Sen. Marty, Rep. 
Hausman, Rep. Clark, and Sen. Dibble and 
said how can we best approach this so we get 
this accomplished in 2013? We agreed we'd 
put together a timeline. When we introduce 
it everyone would be united behind that 
one piece of legislation. I can tell you that 
introduction is coming in the next couple of 
weeks. Once introduction happens, things 
will occur very, very quickly. 

I realize leadership talked about [how] we 
have to focus on the budget and we have to 
work on tax reform. Some have interpreted 
that as to just be patient. What I'd say to you 
Brett is rather than patient, [and] I’m not a 
patient person, there is a difference between 
being patient and being strategic. We are not 
being patient [by] waiting. We are being in- 
credibly strategic. Everything we did on the 
campaign was driven by data, driven by re- 
search, by hard numbers, and our approach to 
getting this accomplished in 2013 is also very 
strategic. We don't want to make mistakes. 

Stevens: I'm an optimistic person but

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I’m also skeptical. I’ve watched through 
the course of my life-things promised 
but not happening. I’m not saying that 
about you or the organization, but that’s 
why I’m pressing these questions. 

Carlbom: You should be. Trust me. I ap- 
preciate you are asking these questions. I 
appreciate you are pressing this issue. We 
cannot be patient about this. As a journal- 
ist, as a voice in the community, you need to 
do your part which is to press forward and 
press these questions. 


Stevens: I grew up in rural Minne- 
sota so I kind of understand the rural 
DFL mindset and I’m wondering if we 
don’t get as many DFL legislators as 
we’d hope, is there a strategy to per- 
suade GOP suburban legislators to vote 
for this? 

Carlbom: I will say we will have rural 
DFLers vote for this and we will have Repub- 
licans. Part of our strategic approach is to 
assure rural Democrats that voting for this 
is an asset-not a liability-for them. They will 
get the support they need. We will do every- 
thing we can to get them reelected. 

When it comes to Republicans, we are 
in a lot of conversations with Republicans. 
We are very excited about the support we 
are getting from Republicans. I predict we 
will have Republican votes on this. There 
are people you will expect and people that 
will surprise you. This will be a bipartisan 
success. 


Stevens: If we are getting into April or 
May, and the whips (head counters) are 
finding there just aren't enough votes 
for this to pass, are we going to still 
press for a vote on it? 

Carlbom: We will have a vote. We will 
prep for a vote but it's my belief we will have 
enough votes for this to pass. We are going 
to get a vote on this. 


Stevens: If we are not able to get this 
passed, would you be willing to accept 
something as a compromise position? 

Carlbom: No. 


Stevens: So, it’s pretty much all or 
nothing at this point? 

Carlbom: Yeah, I'm not going to accept 
or even entertain on behalf of the commu- 
nity the idea we would officially designate 


ourselves as second-class citizens. Right 
now, we are treated as second-class citizens 
because we are prevented from having the 
freedom to marry. Any kind of compromise 
outside of marriage, I believe would be of- 
ficially establishing GLBT people as second- 
class citizens. I don't need separate but 
equal. I want marriage. This is very hard 
for me. I know couples who've been togeth- 
er for forty years and more and desperately 
want recognition. I don't believe compro- 
mise is good for our community and it's not 
something I'm willing to entertain. 


Stevens: What can the GLBT commu- 
nity and our allies do to prepare for the 
proposed bill? 

Carlbom: There are three things we can 
do. 

1. Encourage readers to contact their leg- 
islators or the governor which you already 
do in each of your articles and I deeply ap- 
preciate. People need to hear from them. 
If your readers live in south Minneapolis 
contact them and encourage them to be 
champions on these issues. If they live ina 
suburban or rural area, they need to call and 
encourage their legislator to take this issue 
up without any delay in 2013. 

2. We need readers to come to the Free- 
dom to Marry Day at the capitol because 
that's where the conversation with the leg- 
islature gets underway. Thats where we 
are sparking the conversations. It will be a 
very exciting event and we want people to 
be there. In addition, we need volunteers. 
If they haven't, we need them. If they volun- 
teered last year, we need them to come back. 

3. March 15 through 17, we are having 
One Day United. Last year we had over a 
hundred house parties. We need people to 
host house parties because it gives us an 
opportunity to talk with all their friends and 
family on how to have the best and most ef- 
fective conversation with their legislators. 
Time is short and we need people engaged 
immediately. [End Interview] 

Carlbom and the Minnesotans United 
for All Families’ strategy is thoughtful and 
organized. Given enough support on the 
ground, this will be an engaged fight. How- 
ever, I have three questions about Carlbom's 
strategy. First, legislative leadership has 
moved slowly since the election. Can we 
rely on them to extensively push this issue 
to the forefront? Second, Carlbom hopes ru- 


ral voters have the right mix of caring and 
not caring about the issue to allow legisla- 
tors to vote for same-sex marriage. Will that 
beenough? Finally, while Carlbom doesn't 
want to compromise, he's not the only per- 
son who has a stake in this fight. Is saying 
we are "second-class citizens" an empow- 
ering way forward? I’m not a second-class 
citizen. I have my vote, my voice, and my 
viewpoint to affect the world around me. If 
same-sex marriage legislation doesn’t pass, 
should we settle for nothing? As Carlbom 
said, “As a journalist, as a voice in the com- 
munity, you need to do your part which is to 
press forward and press these questions.” I 
will continue to do so and so should you. O

Then, make them yourself, using these recipes. 


SOPRESSATA WITH CAULIFLOWER AND 
TOMATOES 

Spring and summer entertaining should be 
easy and full of bright flavors to go along with 
fantastic friends or family. Ordinary cauliflower 
is paired here with the bold flavors of Sopres- 
sata, a spicy, dry-cured salami originating in 
Italy but readily available at most supermarkets 
today. | slice the Sopressata thinly on my man- 
doline, feel free to cut it any way you like. These 
are paired with sweet cherry tomatoes and red 
onions. This dish is quick to make and beautiful 
to look at. The key to this dish is to make it and 
set it out for guests to enjoy all night long as it 
is delicious warm or at room temperature. | like 
to make it in a large cast iron pan and set it out 
family-style for guests to nibble on. 

| blanch the cauliflower beforehand (even 
a day before is fine, just pull it out a half hour 
before working with it to have it come to room 
temperature so as to reduce cooking time). 
NOTE: This recipe calls for Sopressata, but you 
can used any dry-cured salami or Proscuitto, | 
prefer the heat Sopressata gives. 
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1 head cauliflower, cut into 1"-3" florets, 

blanched in boiling, salted water for 4 

minutes 

1/2 cup olive oil 

2 tsp. coarse-ground black pepper 

8 oz. stick Sopressata, thinly sliced 

1 red onion, halved and medium sliced 

16 oz. cherry tomatoes 

1 cup fresh parsley, chopped 

In a large skillet (I prefer cast iron), heat 
olive oil and black pepper until it has a sheen. 
Add Sopressata and fry until it browns, then 
add onion and sauté for five minutes. Add 
tomatoes and cook for a couple minutes, until 
skins begin to break then add cauliflower and 
stir gently to combine; at this point we are just 
trying to warm up the cauliflower. Remove 
from heat, sprinkle with parsley, serve, and 
ENJOY! 


POTATOES WITH PEPPER AND CHORIZO 

This is another one of those standard 
dishes that | love to make to feed large crowds 
of people at a table. It allows me to make one 
big dish and enjoy the company that | have 
over. The potatoes are a great base for the 
full flavors of the jalapenos and Chorizo. | use 
fingerling potatoes as | like how they make the 
finished dish look.The green pepper and onion 
turn sweet. Your guests will be digging into 
this dish with all their fingers. 

2-3 Ibs. fingerling potatoes, boiled and 

halved 

1/2 cup olive oil 

2 tsp. sea salt 

1 fresh jalapenos, cut into 1/2" coins 

1 large yellow onion, halved and cut into 

1/2" strips 

2 green peppers, cored and seeded, cut into 

1/2" strips 

1 Ib. Chorizo, chopped 

1/2 cup white wine 

Heat oil in a 12-inch heavy nonstick skillet 
over moderately high heat until hot but not 
smoking, then sauté jalapefos with salt, turning 
occasionally, until browned and just cooked 
through, roughly five minutes. Add Chorizo and 
cook until well-browned, roughly five minutes. 
Then add onions and green peppers until they 
begin to soften, then add the potatoes and cook 
until they begin to brown. Pour wine over dish 
and give it a good stir, then serve.

My Cheating Heart 


ТУЕ BEEN cheating for almost two years. 
And, last week, I was finally discovered. 

It was a Monday night, an evening that 
my girlfriend and I rarely spend together. 
She has her kid on Mondays at her place in 
the city. And I’m at home in a small resort 
town about 60 miles away. Or so I’ve led her 
to believe. 

Actually, most Mondays, I’m in the city, 
too. Leading a secret life. 

That life revolves around my illicit love 
affair with certain women. They are beauti- 
ful! Fascinating! Talented! 

And many of them are dead. 

They are named Ethel! Judy! Doris! 
Rosemary! Ella! Lena! Billie! Barbra! Bette! 
Liza! 

Yes, I spend my Mondays in the compa- 
ny of hundreds of gay boys, singing show- 
tunes as loudly and joyfully as my voice and 
heart can handle. 

And my girlfriend knew nothing of my 
dirty secret until last Monday. She almost 
never calls me on Monday nights, because 
she’s typically preoccupied with her son. 
But this past week, when I came home hap- 
pily exhausted and still giddy from an eve- 
ning of communal singing, I was welcomed 
by an answering machine (yes, I still have 
one) blinking its red light in near hysterics. 

The first message was calm and loving. 
She was simply checking in and asking me 
to return the call. By the 6th message, her 
voice had escalated into a scream and she 
was threatening to call local hospitals. Her 
12th and final message was full of accusa- 
tions, paranoia, and a righteous reevalu- 
ation of our entire relationship. It ended 
with her saying, in weary resignation, 
"You're either dead or having an affair. I’m 
not sure which one I’m more in favor of at 
this point.” 

So, you can imagine her confusion when 
I finally returned her calls at midnight and 
made my confession. 

“Is that why you always sound so hoarse 


on Tuesdays?” she asked. “Why have you 
kept this from me?” 

Because, I responded, I like to have a 
secret. 

Like many people, I do not come by in- 
timacy naturally. In past relationships, I'd 
buck violently whenever anyone got too 
close and would immediately begin looking 
for ways to destroy the connection. I rarely 
did this in the normal way of having an af- 
fair or escaping into a bottle. Rather, I'd 
turn to some weirdo pursuit like obsessive 
tournament bridge play or become overly 
involved in a fringe group devoted to res- 
cuing baby sloths with mange. Anything 
to distance myself from a person who was 
only attempting to love me. 

I tried the same tactics with this relation- 
ship. But after four years, my girlfriend—a 
hardy Maine girl who is not easily discour- 
aged—managed to break me. After a lot of 
madly disrupting behavior on my part, I fi- 
nally submitted to her caretaking and love. 
But I still needed an outlet—a little some- 
thing on the side to remind me that I had 
some semblance of independence. And, so 
I turned to singing. 

Some claim (but I don't agree!) that I 
have the worst voice in history—a true 
tragedy given my love for musical theater. 
But when I’m surrounded by a gaggle of 
frustrated gay-boy thespians, I can sing as 
loudly and badly as I like, confident that 
they’re only interested in hearing their own 
fabulous voices soar above the crowd, and 
not concerned with judging mine. 

“You can keep singing on Mondays,” 
my girlfriend said. “At least it might keep 
you from singing in the house.” 

“But it was my last secret,” I said. 

“Did you ever think you don’t need a 
secret anymore?” she asked. I agreed, be- 
cause I knew that would make her happy. 
But then I got on the web and searched for 
a baby sloth group that needed new leader- 
ship.

The Truth About Gay Bars 


"MOST OF what matters in our lives takes 
place in our absence." So opens Salman Rush- 
die in his novel Midnight's Children. 

Rushdie intended the statement to serve 
as a reflection on how we come into the 
world. Having been absent from world his- 
tory until in it we are born, we've had no 
chance, yet, to have any impact. We've had 
no say in the matter of how we came to be, 
nor under what circumstances our child- 
hood will unfold. We thus come into the 
world unburdened, but imprisoned. 

I take the thought into our community, 
and into our bars, clubs, parties, social circles. 
I see us today, silently judging those around 
us because they are too fat, too poor, too ugly, 
too stupid, and, ironically, too gossipy. 

The GLBT social world was born out of 
a longing to feel at home, to be present in 
life, comfortable and accepted. And it took 
us a long time to arrive where we were when 
the first gay bars opened-we then were brave 
enough to build our home, to build social cir- 
cles, to create our own solidarity, to have a 
safe haven where what mattered had nothing 
to do with the color of our skin, our sexuality, 
our gender, or our aspiration. Gay bars were 
where we went to show that we were a family; 
where what mattered most was our heart, our 
openness, our strength. Where what brought 
us together were our hopes, our dreams, our 


bravery, our courage. 

But since the first gay bars enshrined 
in them this sense of unity, the patrons 
have changed. Those who appreciated, 
created, and cultivated our social scene- 
who marched in the first of our parades and 
who saw their friends fade away from the dis- 
ease that still plagues our community-are, at 
everincreasing speed, being replaced by a 
generation (to which I am part) that maybe 
holds an increasingly different set of values. 

Walk now into any gay bar and find your- 
self subject to ridicule, sometimes innocu- 
ous, oftentimes hurtful. Find in gay bars 
people for whom vanity and materialism are 
tops. Find what we call *drama" and "shade." 
Find here a sense, more so than ever before, 
a sense that we aren't welcome unless we fit 
the profile of who we “should” be. 

Where once there stood a safe haven, 
we find now a place of heightened insecu- 
rity, where hurt feelings feed on themselves 
to create more gossip and pain. 

Here, we are bullies to our own. 

In our absence from the past, apprecia- 
tion of progress decays. Our community, 
strong though it is to the outside, trembles 
now under itself, forgetful-absent-on issues 
we once faced. 

We rally today behind wonderful, em- 
powering causes when our community is in 


peril. We show power in our yearly marches 
through our cities. We have always held 
these public displays sacred. But our com- 
munity isn't based on annual events. Nor 
should we await crises for us to assimilate. 

We should feel at home always with 
our brothers and sisters, unabashedly un- 
afraid-and welcomed-in the places we built 
together. Gay bars were meant to build a 
sense of community and to serve as homes 
for diversity and inclusion, not for drama 
or judgment. 

I visit gay bars today infrequently for this 
reason. Where people tear each other down 
is a place Га like not to visit. And isn't it sad 
that I (and maybe you) feel more at home 
at straight bars than gay ones? 

Think about this the next time you're 
out and have an urge to whisper to your 
friends about how fat someone is, how poor 
they are, how laughably alone they are. In- 
stead of making someone feel deviant and 
unwelcome, think about smiling (or, *gasp*, 
saying hello) rather than shutting him off. 
“They” are like you: trying to fit in. Hoping 
for friends. Hoping for conversation. They are 
at this bar, dear reader, and listen very care- 
fully-they are here to find a sense of solidarity, 
which, at your core, is what you're after, too. 0
